We aro determined apparently that Weihai- 
wei shall not become a rofuge for malcontents 
of any kind. A person who aids or abota from 
Weihaiwei a rebellion against tho ‘Emperor 
of China is liablo to imprisonment for two 
pours and fino of 5,000 dollars. In nny caso 
2 is to be deported to vomo placo of which 
tho Government consents to recoivo him. We 
imagino-that the Chinese Government will be 
the only Government willing to take ovor the 
custody of the persons of rebels and plotters.

THE PASHA OF WEIHAIWEI. 


——— 


The Calcutta Englishman in its issue of the 
9th ult. says:— : 


One of the problems to-day beforo. those 
European uotions which are: oxtending their 
sovereignty over waate or rather semi- civilised 
or ancirilised countrios is how to carry on’ the 
actual government of their new subjects 
stepeoiaty as regards the suppression of crime 
and in the interesta of peace and order, Ex- 
perierice has abundantly proved that it is un- 
wise to suddonly presont a people who are 
without moral ideas, and only recognise tho 
strong “hand, with tho freedom that obtains in 
Europe, On the frontier there have recently 
been promulgated rales which at one sweo| do 
away with the myriad codes and precedents 
which provail in the rest of India. The Deputy 
Commissioner is the strong man armed, and 
with such powera as will enable him to deal 
not only sternly but swiftly: with ‘criminals. 
If there is to be a reign of terror, it is better 
that it should obtain among the lawless than 
among tho law-abiding. There, has recently 
been issued a remarkable order jn Council by 
the “King’s Most Excollont Majesty” dealing 
with the future government of Weibaiwei. 
‘Lhe order.is republished in the Gasette of India 
from.the London Gazeite of 26th July, ‘but the 
significance of it seems to have been ‘overlooked 
in the home papers, thougk the compo-ition 
of the Conneil itsolf should: have attracted at- 
tention. Among the seven Privy Councillors 
present wore the Earl of Cromer, Lord Milner, 
and Mr. Cecil Rhodes, three ‘men, notorious or 
famons, according to the point of view. for. the 
success with which they ara accustomed to im- 
press ‘their will upon others. They are: the 
most prominent of our Empire Builders, and 
have a vast contompt for the petty. restrictions 
of official rontinc.: One cannot but suppose. 
that it is becauso of their presonce at the 
Council moeting that tho orders with regard 
to the future government of Weibaiwei have 
broken away from all tradition. The Comuiis- 
sioner of Weihniwei still remains a Commis- 
sioner in name, but he is in reality o Pasha. » 

Zhe Order in, Council, after. tho usual 
flourishes, preliminaries, and definitions, opens 
with the ststemont that there is granted to 
the Commissioner an official seal, which “ shall 
be deemed the public soal vf the said terriories, 
and muy be kept and used by. the Commissioner 
for the sealing of all things whatsoever that 
shall pass the public seal.”. in these words is 
wrapped tho power that is gives over to tho 
Commissioner. By virtue of tho seal he may 


but that sie momentarily neglected her duty, 


make and proclaim any Jaws and ordinances 
chooses; he can dismiss-or appoint 
any public servant; he cum pardon or punish 
criminals; he may give away any of the 
public land to anyons- he pleases. No one in 
the whole of China has authority over him, 
and his lnws and ordinances are first mado 
and then transmitted home. No one at ‘home, 
except the King himself, hus any power to 
annul an ordinance passed by the Commission- 
or, Ever in judicial matters, the High Court 
of Weihniwei is to consist first of all of the 
Commissioner. himeelf, thongh he "wy have 
a logal colleagna to be appointed by ie King. 
This High Court, in other words the Commis- 
sioner, has jurisdiction over all persons and all 
cases within ‘the limits of Weihsiwoi. The 
Comuissioner-may not only Isy down rales as 
to how cases shall be tried in the lower courts, 
but he can step in and take s case,out of the 
lower court, whether it is appealed or not, and 
try it himself. In. casos where the Commis-. 
sioner’s legal colleague, sitting by himself, has 
passed : sentence of death, the gentence must 
confirmed by the Commissioner. An ‘sppeal 
is allowed from the High Court in certain 
cases to- tha Supreme: Court at Hongkong, but 
$¢ is made porfectly clear in the Order that the 
Supreme Court is nt to aunul or vary  sen- 
torice on any but. the gravest grounds.
